Book of Rates herein after 
mentioned and referred unto, Twelve pence, 
and fo after that Rate. And of every Twen- 
ty ſhillings value of any the Native. Commo- 
dittes of this Realm, oz Manufactures , 


wꝛought of any _ Native —

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to be carried out of this Realm, by every, 02 
any Merchant Alien, accoꝛding to the Ua- 
lue thercof in the ſaid Book expelled, Twelve 
pence over and above the Twelve pence afoze-

d13es; which in the ſaid Book of Rates are 
menttoned to be Cuſtome⸗ free. 

And further, We pour ſald Commons, by the 
Advice, Allent and Authoꝛity afoicſatd, do 
give and grant unto Hou, Our laid Leige 
Loꝛd and Soveraign, foꝛ the cauſes afozeſatd, 

One other Subſidy, That is to ſay, of and foꝛ 
every ſhoꝛt wollen Cloth to be expozted by 
Pour natural bozn Subjects of this Your 
Realm, and the Domtinions thereof, called 
bzoad Cloth, not exceeding twenty eight yards 
in length, and thzeeſcoze and four Pound in 
weight, the ſum of thzee ſhllings and four 
pence of Currant Engliſtt money, and of every 
Cloth of greater length and weight pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
onably, actoꝛding to the ſame Nate, And of 
every other ſhozt Cloth of old Dzapory of 
leſler length, a weight, accounting ſo many pie⸗ 
ces to athozt Cloth; as are Limited and ap- 
pointed thereunto by the ſatd Book of Rates,

meaning of this Act, that then, from the fatd

ved befoze the Treaſurer of E gland » Com- 
milſioners of the Treaſury, oz Chief Baron 
of the Exchequer foꝛ the time being, by the 
Examination of the fame Merchants, if they 
be alive, 02 of their Exetutoꝛs oz Adminiſtra⸗ 
to:s, if they be dead, oz by Two credible 
Witneſles at the leaſt \wozn, oz other reaſona- 
ble Witneſs and p2oof {wozn, then the ſame 
Merchant oz Merchants, his, oz their Exe-

Herrings, and other Sea-fiſh; to be taken on 
the Sea by any the Subjects afozeſaid, from 
02 out of any Poꝛt oꝛ Harboz of this Realm, 
to any place ont of pour Majeſttes Domi- 
nions, without paying any Cuſtom, Subſt- 

dy z Poundage- er foꝛ the ſame Her- 
rings, oꝛ other Fiſh ſo carried oꝛ tranſpoꝛted 
during Pour Majeſtieg like, any thing here 
in betdꝛe contained to he contrary notwith-
